MRS. LEE, SECRETARY TO MRS. ANNA CHENNAULT. COLONEL CHIEU 
POINTED OUT THAT HE AND ONE DOCTOR FURK (PHONETIC) HAD VISITED 
ANNA CHENNAULT WITHIN THE PAST FEW DAYS, AND THAT DR. FURK
